Probably the most important information this 
month is information about the 146.76 repeater.

American Electric Power has contacted the Fort 
Wayne Radio Club to say that they are consider- 
ing taking down their tower on Spy Run Avenue 
at State Street. This is the tower that has the “76”, 
“91”, and 440 repeater antennas on it. AEP does 
not currently have any users other than our FWRC 
repeaters. The AEP tower needs to be repainted. 
So far the quotes to take the tower down have 
been cheaper than the quotes to repaint it. So it is 
only good business for them to consider taking the 
tower down. They have not made a final decision 
and they have not set any date to take the tower 
down. 


FWRC has been on the AEP tower since about 
1968. AEP has been a very generous host and 
we are extremely thankful for the opportunity we 
have had to use their tower. We are taking sev- 
eral steps to prepare for the possibility of having 
to move the repeaters. First we are going to try to 
have a face-to-face meeting with AEP represen- 
tatives. A lot of people have changed roles since 
1968 and AEP does not know us very well right 
now. We would like to get to know them better as 
well. We hope to talk to them in the next couple 
of weeks to explore all the options we may still 
have with AEP. 


Secondly we are putting together a list of any and 
all potential “other” tower sites in Allen County 


that are a possibility for a repeater antenna. This 
is something that we should always have on hand 
because you never know when you could lose a 
site. Finally, we are starting to put together costs 
associated with moving the repeaters. And there 
are plenty of potential costs such as removing the 
old antennas and feed line, buying new anten- 
nas and feed line, electric power if not available, 
phone line if not available, and the possibility of 
a small portable structure just to name a few. We 
will continue to keep you informed. 


Don’t forget the next general meeting of the FWRC 
will be Friday November 19th; just one week after 
the Hamfest. The subject will be HF digital modes 
and how to get started. If you haven’t been to a 
general meeting in a while; please come out and 
join us. And remember the December Christmas 
Banquet will be Friday December 10th.

United Way Reports Huge Ham 
Radio Response To ARRL Holiday 


Toy Drive 


from The ARRL Letter — The United Way in 
Martin County, Florida, reports “a huge re- 
sponse” by the Amateur Radio community to 
the ARRL’s call to support a holiday toy drive 
on behalf of the agency’s “White Doves Holi- 
day Project.” The ARRL effort aims to provide toys 
for youngsters left homeless or displaced by a relent- 
less string of hurricanes earlier this year. Carol Hod- 
nett, who directs the United Way of Martin County’s 
Volunteer and Community Resource Center (VCRC) 
says ARRL members from Maine to California have 
sent toys or money, and more are arriving every day. 


“Because of the overall strain on our state, we have 
been looking outside the area for help in supporting 
the White Doves Holiday Project this year,” Hodnett 
said. “We are so incredibly thankful to the American 
Radio Relay League for thinking of the children in our 
area in planning its toy drive.” 


Among the responses: Hodnett says a representative 
from an ARRL-affiliated club in Cary, North Carolina, 
is planning to drive a truckload of toys to the White 
Doves warehouse at the Martin County Fairgrounds 
next month. The ham radio club at Salt Brook Elemen- 
tary School in New Providence, New Jersey, also is 
planning to contribute to the toy drive, she said. 


Ham radio operators maintained emergency communi- 
cation operations in several Florida counties following 
hurricanes Charley, Frances, Jeanne and Ivan, Hodnett 
noted, and “they learned about the devastation first- 
hand or through their networks.” 


ARRL Public Relations Manager Allen Pitts, W1 AGP, 
says that while severe weather affected many areas of 
the US to differing degrees, Florida was hit the worst, 
and thousands of families were left without a place to 
live. “For a child suddenly living out of a tent, or car, 
or someone else’s home, the 2004 holiday season will 
be anything but jolly,” Pitts says. “But hams are com- 
ing to their rescue in a new way.” 


Hams across the country are encouraged to purchase 
an unwrapped toy for a boy or girl aged | to 14 and 
send it with a QSL card or 3x5 card displaying their 
call sign to: Ham Radio, The United Way White Dove 
Project, 50 Kindred St--Suite 207, Stuart, FL 34994.

New World Record Set On 47 GHz 


from The ARRL Letter — On September 19 during the 
ARRL 10 GHz and Up Cumulative Contest, Frank 
Bauregger, W6QI, and Gary Lauterbach, AD6FP, 
claimed a new world distance record on 47 GHz af- 
ter they completed a contact over a distance of 290 
km. W6QI operated from Shuteye Peak (DMO07gi) 
just south of Yosemite, while AD6FP operated from 
Frazier Mountain (DM04ms) north of Los Angeles. 
Although it was officially still summer, W6QI had to 
brave 30-degree temperatures and snow while modify- 
ing the radio in order to complete the contact. Signal 
margins were 40 dB on the W6QI end and about 8 dB 
on the AD6FP end. The contact was completed using 
a combination of narrowband FM and CW. The two 
reported weather conditions were quite unusual for 
September with scattered rain showers in the central 
California Valley between Shuteye and Frazier. 
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Digital Broadcast Troublesome To Some, 
Experimental Opportunity For Others 


from The ARRL Letter — A digital broadcast signal 
on 3995 kHz has prompted some members of the 
amateur community to contact ARRL to say it’s 
QRMing the top 10 kHz of 75 meters and asking 
what can be done about it. Not much, as it turns 
out. The signal, from Deutsche Welle in Germany, 
is legal since radio amateurs share that part of the 
band with broadcasters in Region 1 (which includes 
Europe). The international Radio Regulations do 
leave the door open to request that the station re- 
duce power or change its antenna pattern, however. 


“Digital shortwave will revolutionize cross-border 
broadcasts and will initiate a worldwide renaissance 
of radio,” Deutsche Welle Director General Erik 
Bettermann said this month during a panel discus- 
sion at Munich Media Days. Deutsche Welle plans 
to gradually shut down its analog shortwave trans- 
missions, he said, as DRM receivers became more 
available globally--something not anticipated until 
late 2005. 


Although the station has been broadcasting for some 
time on the same frequency in conventional AM, it’s 
attracted more notice from hams since July, when 
it began testing using digital format--also referred 
to as “DRM,” (Digital Radio Mondiale, French for 
“Digital Radio Worldwide”). Of course, the vaga- 
ries of propagation will be a big factor as to the 
amount of interference US hams experience at any 
given time. 


Radio amateurs meanwhile have been experiment- 
ing with programs such as HamDream <http:// 
www.qslInet.de/member/hb9tlk/>, a DRM program 
adapted for Amateur Radio use by HB9TLK. It 
enables digital voice and data transmissions using 
bandwidths on the order of 2.3 to 2.5 kHz.
